HY U.S. Citizen Jailed as Spy

BELGRADE, March 18 | WP).— 


_ A Yugoslav high court yesterday 


rejected an appeal by a US. 
citizen convicted here on espio- 
nage charges. The move could 
turn the case mto a taajor polit- 
ical incident. 

The Supreme Gourt.of Vajvo- 
dina ruled that there were no 
Bruunds for the appeal of Laszlo 
Toth, 46. who was sentenced in

Mr. Toth, a naturalized U.S. 
citizen, wu 8. Sugar engincer em- 
ployed a5 manager of a technical 
Jaboratory in Loveland, Colo, He 
was arrested in July while vaca- 
tioning with hus family in his 
home town of Vrbas, about 70 
miles north of here. 

Consular Access Denied 

From the beginning, the case 
created friction in U.S.-Yugoslav 
relations since the U.S, Embassy 
had been denied consular access 
to Mr. Toth. But Forelgn : Minis- 
try officials had assured U.S. 
diplomats and visiting congress- 
men that the matter would be 
resolved in a satisfactory way. 

But after Mr. Toth was given 
the extraordinarily high sentence, 
U.S. Ambassador Laurence Silber- 
man raised the matter with Yugo- 
slavia's top leaders. Subsequently, 
ranking officials privately assur- 
ed journalists that the Toth case 
would’ be reviewed with “under- 
standing” by the Vojvodina Su- 
preme Court and hinted that his 
sentence would be reduced. 

Yesterday's decision is believed 
to have been made with the full 
knowledge of Yugoslav authorities 


and thus represents 4 meminaly 
deliberate rebuff. 
Executive Level 

However, diplomatic sources 
here pointed out that the Yugo- 
slavs may have waited for Mr. 
Toth to exhaust judicial review 
procedures before his case could 
be taken to the executive level for 
presidential pardon. 

A lawyor for Mr. Toth, Milan 
Rapajic, said he plans to appeal 
directly to President Tito for 
pardon. 

Except for photographs of four 
Yugoslav sugar refineries. Yugo- 
slay authorities have failed to 


produce any convincing proof . 


that Mr. Toth was engaged in any 
espionage activities. But officials 
said that from photographs taken 
by Mr. Toth, U.S. engineers could 
discover the entire technological 
process of the Wrbas sugar re- 
finery, which is equipped with 
West German machinery.

Prime Minister Wilson, in London, once 
e@ondemned those Americans who supplied 
money and guns fo the IRA terrorists as 
“not helping their much-loved shamrock to 
flower. They are splashing blood on it.” 
This aroused the relatively few Irish-Amer- 
ieans actively promoting IRA goals in Ulster 
as what they considered a British attempt to 
slide out trom under the responsibility for 
‘Dister’s tragedy. Now Frime Minister Cos- 
etave, of Ireland, speaking to Congtess in 
Washington on St. Patrick's Day, has ‘also 
eondemned those “in Ireland and elsewhere,” 
who “support violence at a distance and 
gieep easy on the wounds of others.” It 15 
not Ukely that the mreconstructed IRA sup- 
porters will accept this with better grace 
than the words of the Englishman. But the 
great majority of Americans—including 
those of Irish descent—will find Mr. Cos- 
grave’s speech a valid argument against the 
exportation of terror anywhere, 2 stand 
zeinforced by President Ford’s statement. 

Indeed, the address marks, formally, pro- 
found changes in Ireland and among the 
Irish-Americans. The latter have long sup- 
‘plied much of the drive, much of the mate- 
rial support, that brought the Irish Republic 
Into being. After the US. Civil War 
“Fenians” invaded Canada on behalf of Irish 
freedom; during the Irish Civil War the 
issues there were hot in U.S. politics, and 


may have been 2-factor in opposition to the 
League of Nations, in which the military 
associafion between the United States: and 
Great Brita during World War I would 
have been carried over into an international 
association, : . 
But now Ireland is independent, or at least 
the southern counties are,and the mess in 
the north Is a very complex one. If. Prime 
Minister Cosgrave says (and his government 
has acted on this principle) that the people 
of the Irish Republic “repudiate violence as 
@ means of achieving unity.” why should 
Americans of any national orlgin “support 
violence at 2 distance”? ‘ 
The Irish Prime Minister's observations 
have implications that ethnic groups in the 
United States other than the. Irish could 
well take to heart when considering the 
problems of their former homelands, or those 
of their ancestors. The United States might 
®lso take to heart, in these days when the 
nation is so busy probing its own weak- 
nessess, Mr. Cosgrave’s gracious affirmation: 
“We look to America today with affec- 
tion, with pride and with hope. We are 
among your many friends abroad who may 


differ with you from time to time but who | 


still think more of you, and of what you 
stand for in the ‘world, than, in this time 
οἵ self-questioning, you may offen appear 
to think of yourselves.”

Détente 


The reach for electioneering advantage has 
clearly gained the upper hand in U.S. for- 
eign policy decisions toward the Soviet 
Union—or so it would seem from the admin- 
istration’s decision to suspend three Cabinet- 
level meetings with Soviet leaders on energy 
and economic affairs. This is a petty ges- 
ture, intended as a rebuke for Soviet “adven- 
turism” in southern Africa, If it has any 
meaning at all, it is only to inhibit one 
element of the détente policy that is entirely 
desirable from the U.S. (as well as the Soviet) 
point of view. 

Creation of Soviet-U.8. joint commissions 
for cooperation on issues outsiie the normal 
range of diplomacy was among the highly 
praised symbolic steps taken during Pres- 
ident Nixon's visit to Moscow in 1972. One 
of the architects of the then-fashionable 
détente policy, Henry A. Kissinger, theorized 
at the time that 2 useful means of relaxing 
tensions would be for the technical bureau- 
eracies of. the two superpowers to hecome 
emgaged in mutual projects of concern to the 
two societies. 

Whether or not these commissions have 
actually smounted to much in the interven- 
tng four years, Kissinger’s reasoning is no 
less valid today than it was in 1972. As 2 


and Stevenson (which is to say, Mayor 
Daley) and others are staking out 2 bunch 
of votes for any dealing to come.

In fact, both he and Jimmy 
Carter sre reaping the special intangible 
benefits of a string of successes in beating 
thelr opponents, Each has now taken his 
candidacy repeatedly to various regions of 
the country- and acquired, as a result, not just 
delegate votes, but momentum, self-confi- 
dence and authenticity as a candidate. For 
the President, the resol is probably con- 


‘elusive. For Mr. Carter this 15, of course, 


not so. But he 15, as of now, the Democrat 
fo beat, and the question serious Democrats 
should be asking themselves now is whether 
they -want to beat him—and at what cost.

A foundamental flaw in the Kissinger con- 
cept of dipiomatic “linkage” has always been 
that response can be totally inappropriate 
to the initial deed, that it might penalize 
benign interests without even touching the 
point of contention. Cutting off economic 
ald in reaction to an offensive UN vote is 
one example; breaking the momentum of 
long-term technical cooperafion in response 
to Kremlin policy in Africa is another. 

‘The administration is specifically avoiding 
any action that might really have impact in 
Moscow, such as suspending current grain 
shipments. That would also affect U.S. 
farming interests—which would not be at 
all convenient in President Ford’s campaign 
scenario. As it stands, there will be no news 
photos this week of high Soviet and US. 
officials shaking hands in Moscow, and that, 
in the present political mood, is all that 
seems to matter now.
